When near ft culvert a Negro ap- 


proached her and asked for money, 
and upon "being refused the brute beat 
her unmercifully and dragged her into 
the culvert. Aflcr a contest in which. 
Mrs. Nolan bravely attempted to save 
her honor, and in which the fiend 
choked her Into insensibility, lie ac- 
complished his purpose and lied, leav- 
ing- the woman. Before leaving her he 
told her that if she screamed he would 
return and murder her. 


After recovering sufllcient strength, 


Mrs. Nol nn nfrain went to the road, 
where she was met by some people, to 
whom she reported the affair. They 
hurried to this city and reported tho 
affair to the ofticials. Several posses 
were immediately organized and sent 
in every direction for the fiend. 


There wns no success in finding him* 


but County Judge Ben Williams, who 
had been furnished a description of 
him, had arrested a Negro tallying 
exactly with the description. 


The Negro gave his name as Marshall 


Boston, and an investigation shoxved 
that he was an ex-con viot, who xvns 
sent from Mnysvillc for outnigo, and 
had done ten years for thut crime. He 
WHS; ut xvork in this city but hnd not 
shown up Tuesday morning-. 


He stoutly maintained his ignoraiicc 


of anything connected with the crime 
Tuesday morning, but, being taken be- 
fore Mrs. Nolan, she positively identi- 
fied him. He wus hurriedly brought 
back to this city under heavy guard. 


ml placed in jail, 
The crowd which had congregated at 


the scene of the crime was aroused, 
and only needed n leader to semi the 
Negro into eternity, but he xvas per- 
mitted to go to his cell in safety. 


Tuesday night there was a strong 


guard surrounding tho jiiil. 
There 


was much excitement in the city, and 
reports were in circulation to the ef- 
fect that the people of the vicinitj' 
were ready to hang tho Negro, and 
were only waiting for darkness.

1 o'clock the most unearthly yells 
xvere heart), and a mob of txvo hundred 
and fifty men came from an alley back 
of Ht. Clair street, which rims back of 
the jail. 


The mob proceeded to the jail, firing 


pistols in the air and making the most 
unearthly noise, and demanded tho 
keys. 
Jailer Williams refused to give 


up t he keys, u n d th e in ob bcga n to 
batter the door with sledge hammers. 
The howling mob surged around the 
jailyard witli their cries for the blood 
of the prison crT while the continued 
strokes of the hammer beat for an hour 
against the strong doors. 


The big hinges gaveaxx*ay just as the 


clock struck txvelve, and the mob trave 
one long yell, which did not cease un- 
til the bod3p of their victim swung 
from the bridge which crosses the Ken- 
lucky river about n square above the 
jailyard. Tloston confessed his crime, 
nnd said he hoped to meet his wife and 
children in Heaven. Tlie body swung 
clear under the bridge and not a strug- 
gle was perceptible. 


The body xvas then hoisted by a rope 


to the high beams on the top of the 
iron bridge, and after filling it xxnth a 
hundred bullets tlie crowd dispersed.

A bicyclist has accomplished the ex- 


traordinary feat at riding from tho 
most northern point of Scotland to tho 
extreme southern point of ^England In 
eighty-six hours and fifteen minutes. 
The most remarkable part of the act la 
included 
In tho fact that he per- 


formed his task without Indulging In 
one moment of sleep, lie woa three 
days, fourteen hours nnd fifteen min- 
utt-s without reclining or resting or 
ceasing his active movement of pro- 
pulsion, except for tho wry briefest 
moments. 
The English Lancet points out that 


tho modern rage for record-breaking is 
gratifled at the ooat of many shortened 
lives. The healthy heart will beat 100,- 
000 times In twenty-four hours, accom- 
plishing work equal to lifting 122 tons 
ono foot. But It has recently been shown 
that cycling tells severely and specially 
upon the circulation, and that tho 
number of strokes of the heart is 
doubled during euoh active exercise as 
that to which tho rider subjects hlm- 
Eclf. The lowest estimate, therefore, 
of the work of the heart of tho -record- 
breaker just mentioned would be 312- 
000 beats, with work done of 22-1 foot 
tons. This, maintained for tho specified

He has only been in this country n, 


short time, snys the Philadelphia Tele- 
graph, nnd until n few days nyo had 
solo possession of ono of tho row of 
cages lUong the eastern wall of tho 
aviary. In an adjoining cage were n 
flock of talkative but peaceful cocka- 
toos, with feathers ns white ns snow. 
ITo observed them with comparative 
indifference for ft time, but a few nights 
ago he. decided to mako them a neigh- 
borly call, and now the garden Is ono 
cockatoo less In its group of specimens 
of winged creation, llow Ithnppcnedno 
one knew until tho next morning, when 
when tho macaw w-asfound in the cock- 
atoo cage, Bitting comfortably on a 
perch, while beneath him lay n dead 
cock In tho pit. Tho other cockatoos 
kept themselves as far as possible out 
of sight In a corner. Three bars ol 
thick wire partition between the enures 
had been pulled out to innke way for 
tho macaw's exit. 
Apparently this 


might huvo been nn easy thing1 for a 
uiiin to do, but it is doubtful if a man 
could have done it more neatly or com- 
pletely. 


Tho macaw was not put bacVin his 


cage. 
I!o wns given quarters in a 


private cage, a stout portable iuclosuro 
ftbont three feet square, with a floor of 
galvanized sheet iron, and iron bars as 
thick as nn ordinary lead pencil. The 
bars were supported around tho sides

six Inches iu nny part of the cage-

was thoufjlit tlmt the macaw was 
pretty safe in that kind of a cage, but 
to make assurance donhly sure ho WHS 
placed in a small room In. tho corner of 
the aviary nnd tho door closed, which 
proved o wise precaution. The next 
morning tho keeper of tho ftvlary near- 
ly fell dead with paralysis to iind tho 
macaw at large, perched (juiotly on the- 
top of a feed box. Tho box was empty. 


With his Jaw dropped with conster- 


nation the keeper, who had charge of 
nil tho birds that ever came there in 
tho twenty years of the garden's cxist^ 
cnce, stood ond survo3Ted the sccno. 
Tlio bars on tho heavy iron cage had 
not Ixieu pulled out as in the larger 
oago, but they had boon bent nnd al- 
most broken, leaving n space largo 
enough for thenmcaw to m alee his exit, 
llow ho did it is still a puzzle for the 
Zoological society to solve, if not n 
pu/.zlo lor a good mechanical engineer 
familiar with the tensile and other 
properties of Iron. 


Thu keeper who found the bird first 


felt the bars with his fingers to see if 
they had l>ecn made out of soft metal 
by mistake, Imt they were not. Then 
he got n pair of plumber's plyers and 
tried to bend them straight ngaln, but 
he had not force enough in his wrist to 
do it. Then ho sat down nnd wiped 
tho cold perspiration from his faco nnd 
looked at tho macaw with a suspicion 
that tho bird must be supernatural, 
while tho bird sat as serenely as possl- 
blo, calmly returning- his gaze. Tho 
macaw is n silent bird, lie does not 
talk like other pnrrots. 


The keeper secured the window nnd 


j doors and went lor advice and assist- 
ance. Tho macaw is back in its cage 
now, but tho bars are still bent just as 
ho left them, Ijccause there is not a 
pair of plycrs in the garden strong 
enough to straighten them. 
Around 


the outside of the cage arc the layers 
of the thick wirfe mesh of the kind 
used to sieve coal, hiding tho bird al- 
most completely from view, except a.t 
one corner left open to feed him. 


The macaw's feat is the most aston- 


ishing thing that has been seen in tho 
garden since it was founded. The bird 
is nothing but a parrot of somewhat 
extraordinary size, being over two feet 
in length, and having a head on him 
probably larger than a big Florida 
orange and an enormous bill for a bird. 
His plumage is dark and rattier sub- 
dued in comparison with the smaller 
parrots, but it ia very handsome. Since 
he twisted the Ijars of his cage the 
keepers are wary In handling him lor 
fear he will get hfs fighting- blood up 
and take n man's linger off, which he is 
capable of doing. 


^Vhat will be done with him has not 


been determined yet. There was a 
proposition to confine him in the new 
bear pit. but it is probable that he will 
be put In an outdoor cage for the sum- 
mer, where the bars arc as thick as 
those used to confine the eagles and 
vultures. The, strength of his bill is 
marvelous.
